Plastic Piper 
Would Hurt 
Pulpwood Market? 


Pulpwnod harvesting and 


transport are a vital industry in 
Southwest Arkansas, and it 
you've heard rumors that 
plastic paper is threatening to 
move in on our livelihood you 
should read the Wall Street 
Journal's appraisal of this 
would-be competitor. 


The WSJ on July 11 published 


a survey showing that while 
paper is now being produced 
experimentally as a plastic its 
market is presently limited to 
the fine-paper field and may 
never reach the big-volume 
market such as the paper 
newspapers 
use, 
called 


newsprint. 


Plastic paper would, of 


course, knock out pulpwood, for 
the plastic process is based on 
polymers. But the plastic 
product is high-priced—two to 
three times the cost of pulp- 
wood paper. The authoritative 
Wall Street daily estimates 
volume production of the 
plastic may bring the price 
down to the level of the finer 
grades of pulpwood paper, but 
never can reach the bottom 
grades 
such 
as 
general 


publications and newspapers 
use. 


The WSJ survey shows 


present production of plastic 
printing paper is only 15,000 
tons a year—compared to 53 
million tons of natural paper. 


What the plastic people are 


shooting at, the survey con- 
tinues, is the 100,000-tons-a-year 
market for premium coated 
papers. 
That's 
not 
a 


measurable part of the 53 
million tons turned out by 
pulpwood mills. 


The survey closes .with a . 


graphic quote: 


"Plastic paper producers 


make in a,year what a paper 
mill produces in a day." 
These are the facts about 


plastic paper. They indicate 
that folks in the business of 
cutting 
and 
transporting 


pulpwood have little to worry 
about.

State 
Trooper Paul Halley was 
waiting to take it to Malvern on 
the first leg of a relay that also 
involved Troopers Lyndol 
Holcomb of Malvern, Cleo 
Lawson of Arkadelphia, Neel, 
and Mike Hall of Texarkana. 


In a telephone interview early 


today, Neel said this was his 
second relay delivery of a 
human eye. "This is a special 
service the State Police tries to 


do whenever possible," he said. 
"We try to cooperate when we 
can." 


Capt. Jim Ross, the State

Officer, said the troopers 
traveled at "normal highway 
speeds" during the relay, which 
had been arranged before the 
eye arrived in Arkansas. The 
eye arrived at St. Michael's 
Hospital at Texarkana at 1:15 
pan. and Dr. Norris Newton, an 
ophthalmologist, began 
operating at 2 p-m. 


The eye was found through 


the efforts of the Arkansas 
lions Eye and Kidney Bank at 
Little Rock.

Baltimore through the efforts of 
Jack McSpadden, an amateur 
radio operator in Little Rock. 


Only the cornea of the eye 


delivered from Baltimore was 
used in the operation on the 
Texarkana girl.

Skyjacked plane lands 
at small Texas airport

Two armed hijackers who re- 


ceived a cash ransom and an 
escape plane flew to a small 
Texas airport from Phila- 
delphia today. 


Two injured crewmen, one 


shot and the other badly beat- 
en, left the jet as it was sur- 
rounded by authorities. 


The hijacking of the National 


Airlines 727 jet was one of two 
that began Wednesday night.

was

ransom of 1550,000 but the lone 
hijacker gave up at Oklahoma 
City in the early morning.

neer from Philadelphia. They 
demanded $600.000 ransom but 
officials would not say how 
much was paid. 


The National Boeing 727 land- 


ed at Brazoria County Airport, 
near I^ake Jackson about 50 
miles south of Houston, the 
Federal 
Aviation 
Adminis- 


tration said. 


The pilot and flight engineer 


were taken to a local hospital, 
the latter with a gunshot wound 
in his side. It was not known 
immediately 
how he 
was 


wounded or how the two cre- 
men were gotten off the plane. 


The hijackers, who in addi- 


tion to sawed-off shotguns had 
a box they said contained a 
bomb, remained on board with 
three stewardesses. The fourth 
stewardess escaped, the FAA 
said, in a manner not known. 


The plane's tires blew on 


landing, authorities said. 


Earlier police reported the 


tires were shot out. 


An FBI spokesman at the 


scene said negotiations contin- 
ued with the hijackers. 


Asked if this meant the FBI 


would bring in new tires and 
jet fuel, the spokesman said, 
"If that's necessary, we'll do 
that." 


The FBI agent, referring to 


the shortness of the runway, 
which is about 5,000 feet, said, 
"I'm no pilot but I've talked to 
several and they've said they 
wouldn't like to take it off." 


The pilot, identified as Nor- 


man W. Reagan had suffered a 
fractured pelvis, broken wrists 
and face bruises. The engineer 
was identified as Gerald Bea- 
ver. 


In the American Airlines hi- 


jack of a Dallas-bound jet, the 
lone gunman apparently aban- 
doned a plan to try to escape 
by parachute and instead sur- 
rendered meekly to a steward- 
ess. 


He left behind the ransom 


package, which actually con- 
tained less than half what he 
demanded, and the gun turned 
out to have been empty.

night. 


Fischer staged a 30-minute 


walkout shortly after the play 
began Wednesday, complaining 
that a movie camera 150 feet 
away was making him fiervous. 
The camera was hardly visible 
in the dimness outside the light- 
ed players' circle, and it could 
not be heard by Fischer, but 
aides said the knowledge of its 
presence unnerved him. 


Chief referee Lothar Schmid 


of West Germany, who makes 
the decisions on all contested 
points in connection with the 
match, told Fischer during his 
walkout there was nothing he 
could do about the camera. 
Film and television rights for 
the match have been sold to an 
American promoter, and Fis- 
cher and Spassky are to get a 
share of the proceeds, esti- 
mated at a minimum of $27,500 
each. 


"It's up to Lothar Schmid 


whether Bobby plays," one of 
Fischer's advisers said today. 


Contacted 
at

hotel, 


Schmid said: "There will be a 
match 
tonight. 
If 
Fischer 


doesn't appear, he will take the 
consequences." 


A member of Fischer's camp 


said the "legal aspects are 
being studied." 


Richard Stein, a lawyer for 


the promoter who bought the 


TV and film rights, Chester 
Fox. said he was up all night 
with Fischer's second, the Rev. 
William I^mbardy, and Fred 
Cramer of the U.S. Chess Fed- 
eration. 


Stein said that at one point 


Fischer walked in on the meet- 
ing, listened for a few minutes 
and then in a few sentences in- 
dicated he was adamant about 
expelling the cameras. Then he 
went to bed. 


In agreement with Lombardy 


and Cramer, Stein wrote Fis- 
cher a letter at 5 o'clock this 
morning appealing to the chal- 
lenger to accept the presence of 
the cameras and go on playing. 


"I hope the letter will move 


him." Stein said. 


Schmid said he was prepared 


to invoke two rules of the 
match against Fischer.

Rule 17 prohibits in the name 


of "the highest principles of 
sportsmanship"

player "distract or annoy his 
opponent." 


Rule 21 allows the taking of 


pictures during the match by 
official photographers as long 
as the cameras are "neither 
visible nor audible." 


The camera Fischer objected 


to was officially sanctioned.

Missing captains 
deliver messages 


NEW YORK (AP) — Four 


recently captured U.S. Air 
Force captains, previously list- 
ed as missing, have delivered 
filmed messages to their fami- 
lies that they are being Seated 
well by the North Vietnamese 
and are in good health. 


Also seen in the film were a 


fifth captain seriously wounded, 
who was silent as he was 
shown in his hospital bed, and 
a sixth who gave only the min- 
imal information outlined by 
the rules governing war. 


The film was broadcast Mon- 


day on the "CBS Evening News 
with Walter Cronkite," which 
obtained it from the Denpa 
News Agency in Tokyo.

Charles Allen Jackson of Little- 
ton, Colo., "the Vietnamese 
people are very kind in seeing 
to my injuries and are treating 
me very well. The bones in my 
arm should heal and I am in 
good health.

The wounded man filmed at 


St. Paul's Hospital in Hanoi' 
was identified as Capt. Richard 
I/)gan Francis of California. 
TTie home towns of Francis and 
Cerak were unavailable. 


The celebration of the Protes- 


tant victory on July 12, 1690, at 
the Battle of the Boyne went off 
peacefully, with 32.000 troops, 
militia and police sandwiched 
between the religious factions 
to head off violence.

Prisoner 
speaks out 
at Lod trial 


LOD, Israel r(AP) — An Is- 


raeli military court today or- 
dered a sanity hearing for Kozo 
Okamoto after he admitted full 
responsibility for the people he 
Wiled in the Tel Aviv airport 
massacre, claimed he is a pro- 
fessional soldier in the Red 
Army of Japanese radicals and 
warned that the organization 
"will slay anyone who stands 
on the side of the bourgeoisie." 


"Ours is world revolution," 


he said, his face impassive. 
"The revolutionary war will 
carry on....We must establish 
worldwide proletarian rule." 


The survivor of the three 


Japanese terrorists who at- 
tacked the crowd in the airport 
May 30 with machine guns and 
grenades spoke out shortly 
after the prosecution rested its 
case. 


The 24-year-old Japanese said 


the attack, in which 28 persons 
were killed 
and 
67 were 


wounded, was to "benefit revo- 
lutionary warfare, which I de- 
fine as a war of justice." 


Okamoto contended that the 


three-man military tribunal did 
not have the authority to try 
him, that in the new society 
which his Red Army hoped to 
establish there would be no ju- 
dicial courts. But he added that 
he accepted his own trial "as a 
means of propaganda." 


Okomoto is being tried on 


four charges, three of which 
could bring the death penalty. 
He is expected to get a life sen- 
tence. His two Japanese accom- 
plices were killed in the 
slaughter. 


Speaking of the massacre, 


Okamoto said: "Three of us, 
soldiers of the Red Army, de- 
cided that our intentions would 
have to be carried forward 
decisively during this revolu- 
tionary operation. 


"I take upon myself full re- 


sponsibility for the people I 
killed." 


Okamoto spoke against the 


advice of his chief counsel, 
MaxKirtzman. 


The presiding judge, Lt. Col. 


Abraham Frisch, informed the 
defendant he could testify un- 
der oath and undergo cross ex- 
amination like any witness, 
make * statement without cross 
examination or remain silent. 


Okamoto chose to make the 


statement.

Jerry Gilbert, co-chairman of 


the Oklahoma McGovem dele- 
gates, asked if McGovern could 
carry Oklahoma, said "It'll be 
an uphill fight, but that's what 
McGovern likes." 


McGovern's victory was espe- 


cially pleasing to Gilbert, who 
joined his camp four years ago 
by casting one-half vote for him 
at the 1968 Democratic National 
Convention.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - An 


agent for the Internal Revenue 
Service testified Wednesday he 
decided to investigate state 
Sen.

Agent Halley Hoggatt's testi- 


mony came in the trial in U. S. 
District Court here of Jones, 
who is charged with evading in- 
come taxes and filing false tax 
returns for 1965 and 1966. 


Hoggatt said another reason 


he initiated the investigation 
was that Jones had acquired 
several pieces of rental proper- 
ty and the income reported on 
his tax returns did not seem

Hoggatt said he conducted his, 


investigation in March and 
April 1968 concluded from a net 
worth computation that Jones 
had 
"substantially

stated" his income for 1965 and 
turned the case over to Special 
Agent James A. Brown for in- 
vestigation of possible criminal 
law violations. 


Brown testified Wednesday, 


about a detailed analysis he 
made of disbursements in 1965 •

He said he was pulled off 
the case for one of the three 
years to work on another mat- 
ter. 


Hoggatt 
and 
Brown told 


about conversations with Jones. 
They said Jones told them that 
he kept large amounts of cash 
where it would be readily avail- 
able. 


"He felt he could make mon- 


ey if he kept large amounts of 
cash on him," Hoggatt said. "I 
asked him what would be the 
most he might ever have at 
any one time and he said back 
during the years of 1964 and 
1965 that he might have had as 
much as $5,000 in currency ort 
him, 
which was rather unusual. 


So I asked him where he w6uld 
keep such a large sum of mon- 
ey, and he said that sometimes
